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THE REBELLION IN THE 
PHILIPPINES. 


A SPANISH OPINION OF THE 
. ‘SITUATION. 
E! Pais, 6 Madrid daily journal, publish- 
ed the following remarks on the rebellion 


6h tho 24th Jan. last :— 

Spain has never dedicated se much at, 
tention to the Philippines as at the present 
moment, A few: mutinics and excursions 
of tiandits have taken place there from time 
to timo, but they were always of small im- 


portance and were specdily' stifled. That 
usuungst these people of such affable charac- 
ter, contented and long suffering, an insur: 
rectivn of the: present vast dimensions, so 
excellently organised and continued with 
such tenacity, could take place - notwith- 
standing its having been discovered at the 
very commencement—is a prouf that there 
oxists a decp-rovted hatred dating from 
aome time past and now widespread in the 
islanda, : 

The causes of this rising are no longer a 
secret to. anyone. The tyrannical arbit- 
fariness of the clergy, and the insatiable 
thirst for gold -of the civil servants have 
been to heavy a burden for the ‘poor and 
patient nativo, and ab lust the day hes ar- 
tired when ho fcols that during throe con- 
turies of the Spanish dominion, his own 
proper vigour has grown also, and there- 
fore ho starts off to defend himself. Secret 
associations sprang up which in error have 
boen called Masonic lodges, atid which be- 


come constituted into centres of conspiracy, 
educating tho masses to throw off the 
Spanish yoko. ‘These associations have 
been in operation for some time without 
being discovered by tho Government or 
their monkish directors, although their 
existence was suspected, and efforts were 
made to detect them. 

Sume timo back, the first notices of this 
state of the country arrived in Turope, 
In the month of April, 1896, a Philippine 
programme of tle rebels now in arms was 
printed, but tha Government were unable 
tw discover its origin. The roquesta: and 
protensions of the insurgents prove clearly 
that thoy have considered the sufferings of 
thocountry and now usk:  "« 

1. The expulsion of all the Frinrs, with 

the sule' exception of the Jesuit fathers, 

2. The appointment of just and hon- 
ourable men to the civil service, and, 
especially for the Provinces, only of 
theso having a knowledge of the 
country. 

3. To curtail the powers of the Civil 
Guard in order that. the natives may 
be protected: from the frequent 
abuses of which the latter are the 
victims, : 

4, Autonomy, of administration, and 
representation in, the Spanish partia- 
ment, 

& They do not object to pay the 

“~ Heavy taxes imposed upon them, 
on condition that the money collect- 
ed is devoted exclusivély to the ne- 
cessities’ and improvement of tho 
country. * 


The insurgonts have -not molested any 
foreigners ; on Englishman saved Manila 
from a dire calamity. The first position 
oceupied by the insurgents was the 
Marquina aqueduct, with the intention of 
destroyingthasame. An English engineer 
toll the insurgents that not alone the 
Spaniards, but also tho foreigners and 
their own countrymen would be the suf- 
forers, when the insurgents immediately 
desisted from destroying the waterworks. 
The foreigners did not lose their serenity, 
because they knew that the rebels were 
only fighting against the Spaniards and 
partisans of the Friara, who became crazy 
with fright. j 

When the first reinforcements ‘arrived, 
they were received with triumphal arches, 
banquets, frenzied enthusiasm like a 
victorious army. 

{It wes at one of these banquets that 
Don Rafael Comenge, President of, tho 
Spanish Casino, made his notorious spaech 
advocating the: extermination of the in- 
urgent islanders—to show them no quarter 
and to treat thom as savages and ferocious 
beasts. Benutiful sentiments, at the end 
of this Nineteenth Century, for a promin- 
ent official of a civilised nation to utter, 

Tho Spanish partisans of the, Friars did 
not know that by such jubilation they. 
wore only roving ow great had been their: 
fright !. Thoao domonstrations wers re 
peated until the judicious Gerieral Blanco 
put a atop to them 4s ridiculous, 

In order to force prisoners to confess, all 
kinds of tortures of the Middle Agss and 
the Inquisition were resorted to, In the 
Province of Nueva Excija prisonors were 
bound hand and foot and thrown into tho 
river. Wo cannot forctell what will bo the 
consequences of revolution; but it may 
safely be said, that the omnipotence of the 
Friars cannot be re-established on tha 
same basis.astbeforc, without giving the 
death-blow to the Spanish dominion, If 
the Philippines ask for representation in 
our parliament, and just Spanish Gover. 
nors, how ean this movement be qualified 
a8 8 separatist ineurrection ?-. We must ask 
for the expulsion of. tho Friars and carry 
tho anme into effect, and yet, continus to 
remain Spaniards to the core. They, the 
natives, are atao Spanish subjects, if thei 
only sin is to wish to-be—xid-of this iniqui- 
tous gang of mountebanks. 

Order muet be restored ; but in doing so 
the rights of theso natives must be re- 
cognized. If there are insurgents _in_tho | 
Philippines, there are alsu loyelista, as 13, 
proved | by the desire of the Government to 
concede the collar of San Fernando to a 
native ‘regiment, This compels us nat to 
confound things. Cuba is fighting for its 
complete independence from Spain; the 
Philippines for their rights es Spanish sub- 
jects, Tho rocoodings for: their pacifiea- 
tion must therefore. distinct. From 
henceforth, away with ‘these Friara who 
requested General Blanco to treat the na- 
tives ‘like wild beasts!’ ne
